in p. 1170. 

Cluſius calls it Cicutaria major DUgarts. 
See hiſt. 2. p. 200. 

For the purpoſe of an extract, this plant is 
beſt gathered before its lowers are full blown. 

Every part of the plant, except the root, 
may be employed upon this occaſion. 
Ibe juice, expreſſed into an earthen glazed 
| veſſel, is to be placed over a ſlow fire, and often 

| ſtirred, in order to be boiled to the conſiſt- 
ence of a thick extract. | 
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„ ſeem to 8 bien too earefot 
in depurating this juice; for I rather prefer 
che extract which is thickeſt, and almoſt equal ; 
to a pulp. 

It may alſo be prepared from a decoction 
of the. dried plant, when it cannot be pro- 
cured freſh: but b this means its efficacy is | 
very much diminiſhed. | 

Some hundreds weight of the extract of 
pemleck, prepared from the dried plant, have 
been ſent from Vienna into other countries. 
It was done without my knowledge, and 
gives me great uneaſineſs; for the extract thus 
prepared cannot produce ſuch good nor ſuch 
quick effects, as if it had been made from 
the plant when freſh. 5 

This herb was always ſuſpected by the apo- 
thecaries to be poiſonous ; ſo that at firſt they 
were unwilling to prepare as great a quantity 
as I foreſaw would be neceſſary. |
